zation at this time will generally 
last throughout the life of the hog.

vaccination, 
the 
herd 
should 
be 
inspected 
by 
a 
vet­ 
erinarian to make sure that no ani­ 
mals are suffering from enteritis, 
penumonin, or some other herd dis­ 
ease which might produce compli­ 
cations. 
After vaccination, the herd should 
I* kept on clean pasture, free from 
mud holes or other sources of in­ 
fection for about two wee kg. Am­ 
ple water supply should be avail­ 
able at all times. The daily volume 
of feed should he cut down imme­ 
diately following vaccination, and 
the hogs should be given a simple, 
nourishing, low carbohydrnte ra­ 
tion.

“The Atlas Life Society is not 
operated for profit,” M arshall T. 
Jam ieson of Springfield, secretary 
to the Missouri 
Association 
of 
Burial Societies, told the Standard 
Monday. 
Mr. Jam ieson said he wished to 
present the case of the burial soc­ 
ieties of the state to the public. 
Attorney G eneral M cKittrick has 
instituted proceedings to have the 
Atlas Society outlawed as a profit- 
making agency, contrary to state 
laws governing burial societies. 
The only money taken from col­ 
lections from society m em bers is 
$35 a week for a secretary and a 
manager, he said, 
n permissible 
procedure. 
Funeral directors con­ 
nected with Atlas do not contrib­ 
ute a portion of their funeral pay­ 
ments to the main office, he de­ 
clared. 
Any surplus is held as a 
reserve fund in a bank in order 
that the society can pay 
claims 
instantly. 
"If the state will show 
where 
we are violating the 
law,” 
hi? 
contended, 
"w e’ll 
change 
our 
practice to eonlorm to the 
law. 
So far we cannot 
get 
opposing 
groups to bring the

Mr. Jam ieson 
said 
the 
Atlas 
Society was the largest burial soc­ 
iety in the state, clamiing 110,000 
members. 
T here urere 5300 p er­ 
sons buried in 1937 through burial 
societies, and fully 2000 of these 
would have gone to the 
potter’s 
field if it had not been for burial 
insurance, he said. 
T heir small 
contribution to the burial societies 
kept the counties from putting up 
the money to bury their indigent 
dead. 
A nother charge that burial soc­ 
ieties do not pay claims is

untrue, Jam ieson said. "T he Atlas 
Society has been in 
business

years and has never failed to pay 


a claim.” He said in the 30 years
